At 2:14 p.m., 2/7/64, Mr. WILLIAM BRANNIGAN of the 
Bureau called. He stated he was calling at the request of 
Mr. BELMONT. 

BRANNIGAN stated in regard to interview of OSWALD 
on 8/9 or 10/63 the Bureau's information was to the effect 
that OSWALD had been interviewed at OSWALD’S request. 

BRANNIGAN stated Mr. BELMONT desires to know the following: 

1) How did FBI know OSWALD wanted to see an 
FBI Agent? 

2) Why did OSWALD want to see an FBI Agent? 

BRANNIGAN said if we do not have an answer to question 
#2 above that the jailer or other appropriate individual, who 
relayed the request to the FBI should be interviewed to find out 
what OSWALD said to him that would indicate why OSWALD desired to 
be interviewed. 

Mr. BRANNIGA^ stated he desired a telephone call furnish- 
ing the answers to the' above questions. 

I advised BRANNIGAN I would have to talk to SA QUIGLEY 
and it might take a little while to locate QUIGLEY but I would 
handle this as soon as possible. 
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
